Class   History

Jubilantly,  we  entered  our  last  year  at  dear  old  Wren  High  School,   looking  forward  to  what  it  held 
in  store.     Mr.  Amers  and  Mr.   Kreischer  were  the  sponsors  of  twenty-three,   losing  Julia  Brown  and  hav- 
ing no  gain.     We  set  a  new  record  in  magazine  sales,  nearly  outdid  ourselves  on  money  making  schemes, 
and,  of  course,  planned  for  our  long  awaited  class  trip.     Linda  Royer,  Peony  Queen  candidate,  is  one 
of  the  wonderful  class  of  1959.
